ed 103 years ago in 1859: and 
that statem ent is quite a com­ 
pliment to its women of today 
for wine oi those in the olden 
days attracted State-wide atten ­ 
tion according to the files of the 
89-year-old Comanche 
Chief. 
Th ■ Dallas Morning News us­ 
ed to publish daily a column 
entitled 
Fifty Years Ago.” On 
Octobe: 15. 1923 in that column

In the issue of The Chief on 
October 22. 1923. the editor in 
his column had this to say about 
the Dallas News story; 
Possibly everybody in Coman­ 
che who take* the Dallas News 
agreed with what that paper had 
to say about the beauty of the 
Comanche women in the days 
gone bv We were not here fifty 
years 
ago to

When some of the old beaux 
of the pioneer days, who are 
still living, were asked about the 
beauties of their young 
m an­ 
hood. they were loud in their 
praise of the girls of “Auld Lang 
Syne ”

Montgomery. Some of these 
old men assert that there never 
was, before or since, a woman 
quite so beautiful and talented 
as Miss Sue Campbell.
